In this short booklet we will 
consider, what in Islam we need 
to know in such situations of 
outbreak, how as a Muslim 
should we react. 


ISLAM AND CORONAVIRUS 


The Coronavirus (COVID-19) is a disease which has spread nowadays 
in the same way the disease of leprosy & plague would spread in the 
past. Nevertheless, in accordance to the Hadiths, diseases & illnesses 
do not transfer i.e. an ill person cannot transfer over an illness to 
another ill person, and this idea has been negated, in the sense that 
the Noble Prophet iS has stated with regards to this, 

« I 0 " X.7 ” 

"No disease/illness is transferable.” 

[SahTh al-Bukhari, Hadith 5707] 

However, it is possible for the germs from the Coronavirus to spread 

to another person via intervention and then cause that person to 

become infected with the Coronavirus, and this notion does not 

contradict Hadith. This is because the word mentioned in Hadith - 
0 -- 

(59-iiUI - means an illness transferring to another person in full i.e. 
the entire illness or disease of a person transferring over to another; 
this it totally incorrect and this has been negated in Hadith.

HOW AS MUSLIMS SHOULD WE BELIEVE ITS SPREAD? 

We as Muslims have full faith in words of Prophet Muhammad ig, 
as he told that no disease is contagious and an ill person cannot 
transfer over an illness to another ill person but however, it can be 
that the germs of this disease reach another person via the air or by 
some other means - with the Divine will of the Almighty Creator - 
and inflict that person with this very illness. This happening does not 
mean the illness has transferred over; rather, it has caused a new 
case of this illness due to these germs & bacteria. Therefore, the 
Hadith is also correct, the understanding of modern medical science 
& research as to germs being the cause of spreading illness is also 
sound to some extent, and to act upon the precautionary measures 
which medical doctors have advised is also correct as well.

EXPLANATION OF HADITHS OF NO CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASE AND ISOLATING SICK FROM HEALTHY

Imam Nawawi <ul£ dill <Xa>j said: 

i 

"Hadrat Abu Hurairah <llJI has narrated a Hadith in 
which it was reported [from Nabi Hf] that there is no contagious 

disease. 

Then he used to also narrate a Hadith along with it that prohibits 
a sick person to go near a healthy person. 

Majority of scholars have attested that both Ahaadith are Sahih 
and it is Waajib [compulsory] to unite both narrations. 

The way to unite them is to understand that the words 'there is 
no contagious disease' - is denying the belief of the era of 
ignorance in which people thought that diseases spread on its 
own, without the Command of Allah Ta'ala. 

And the Hadith that states 'do not let a sick person go near a 
healthy person' - it means that it is the Way of Allah Ta'ala that 
He causes sickness in a healthy person after the person has come 
into contact with the a sick person. 

Hence, the first Hadith denies the disease itself having the 
power to be contagious and the second Hadith is a guideline to 
avoid a circumstance by which Allah Ta'ala causes a sickness to 
spread. This correlation [tatbiq] between the two narrations is 
correct and this is the opted view of the major congregation of 

Muhadditheen and Ulama."

'If you hear about it (an outbreak of plague) in a land, do not go to 
it; but if plague breaks out in a country where you are staying, do 

not run away from it.’

WHAT TO DO ? 

consume black seed (kalonji) for it cures all sickness except death 
stay at home as per advised by your government 

wash your hands with soap & water often do this for at least 20 seconds 
use hand sanitiser gel if soap and water are not available 
wash your hands as soon as you get back home 

cover your mouth and nose with a tissue or your sleeve with flexed 
elbow (not your hands) when you cough or sneeze 

put used tissues in the bin immediately and wash your hands afterwards 


WHAT NOT TO DO ? 

• don't panic, everything is decreed in divine will of Allah 

• don't touch your face, mouth, eyes, nose often 

• don't spread any sort of rumors 

WHAT NOT TO BELIEVE ? 



Cold weather and snow CANNOT kill the 
CoronaVirus. 

There is NO evidence that regularly rinsing the 
nose with saline has protected people from 
infection with the CoronaVirus. 



Hand dryers are NOT effective in killing the 
CoronaVirus. 


The CoronaVirus CAN be transmitted in areas 
with hot and humid climates. 


Q Ultraviolet light SHOULD NOT be used for 
sterilization and can cause skin irritation. 



Garlic is healthy but there is NO evidence from 
the current outbreak that eating garlic has 
protected people from the CoronaVirus. 



The CoronaVirus CANNOT be transmitted 
through mosquito bites. 


□ Thermal scanners CAN detect if people have a 
fever but CANNOT detect whether or not 
someone has the CoronaVirus. 


a Antibiotics DO NOT work against viruses, 
antibiotics only work against bacteria.

H| WILL NOT kill viruses that have already entered 
your body. 



To date, there is NO specific medicine 
recommended to prevent or treat the 
CoronaVirus.

Vaccines against pneumonia, such as 
pneumococcal vaccine and Haemophilus 
influenzae type b (Hib) vaccine, DO NOT provide 
protection against the CoronaVirus.

SHOULD THE MOSQUES BE CLOSED DUE TO THE 
OUTBREAK OF CORONA VIRUS [COVID-19]? 


In such circumstances, mosques should not be closed until the 
time the government has made it law for them to be closed. At 
the moment, mosques should keep the daily and Jum’ah salah 
established in a congregational format alongside precautionary 
measures [bringing your own prayer mats, performing wudhu at 
home, praying sunnah and optional prayers at home, not hugging 
and shaking hands, etc]. If the government makes it law that 
mosques as well as any institutes be closed, then instead of 
Jum’ah, one should pray Dhuhr [at home], and keep the 
congregation limited to only the staff [at the mosque], so that 
some form of the remembrance of Allah Almighty remains 
continued in the mosques. Everything should not be totally shut 
down, leaving the mosques deserted; for all one knows, we could 

be included amongst the unjust. 

Jum’ah cannot be established at home; rather, Dhuhr salah 
should be prayed in place of this in a congregational format 
alongside praying the Adhan & Iqamah, on the basis that there 
are two individuals or more.One should not pray Jum’ah with 
only a few limited amount of staff members by closing the 
mosques for the general public, as the condition of general 
permission for entering is not found; rather, one should in fact 
pray Dhuhr in a congregational format in place of Jum’ah.

O ALLAH DON'T LET US GO 
ASTRAY FROM YOUR OBEDIENCE 



CAN WE USE HAND SANITISERS THAT CONTAIN 
ALCOHOL TO PROTECT US AGAINST CORONA VIRUS ? 


The usage of hand sanitisers & hand wash is permissible because 
they contain ethanol i.e. such alcohol which is not made from 
grape; rather, it is made from wheat and other products similar to 
this. Also, a minute amount of such alcohols which are not an 
intoxicant are pure & Halal [lawful] according to Imam A’zham 
Abu Hanifah & Imam Abu Yusuf. Therefore, it is permissible 
according to the Shaykhayn [i.e. the two aforementioned Imams] 
to use those products which contain such a small amount (which 
does not reach the level of intoxication). However, it Is 
impermissible according to Imam Muhammad because according 
to him, any type of alcohol - be it a small amount or large amount 
- is impure & Haram [unlawful]. The legal verdict is issued 
according to this stance, however, if ‘Umum Balwa (Common 
difficulty - an unfavourable widespread situation affecting most 
people which is difficult to avoid) comes about in the usage of 
these products - in the sense that every person becomes involved 
in this and it affects everybody - so then it is correct to issue the 
legal verdict according to the stance of the Shaykhayn and act 

upon their stance.
